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Coffee Farmers Join Others In 
Casting Big Majority For Peanut 
Quotas In Saturday’s Referendum 


Coffee County farmers  ap- 
proved marketing quotas for pea- 
nuts for the crop years 1941, 
1942 and 1943 in a referendum 
which was held on Saturday, 
April 26, 1649 farmers voted 
in favor of quotas while 105 far- 
mers voted against quotas,

Sexton, is as follows: 
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SOUTH RATIFIES PEANUT 
CROP CONTROL PLAN 

Atlanta, April 27. — Peanut 
planters in a week end referen- 
dum, ratified a crop control sys- 
tem operated on a basis much like 
that under which cotton is regu- 
lated. 

Extending through 14 states 
across the southern part of the 
nation, the referendum brought 
nearl 70,000 farmers to the AAA 


polls, Practically complete re- 
turns showed 57,586 in favor of 
the control plan and 8,249 
against. 


The favorable votes were far in 
excess of the 44,557 required by 
& two-thirds rule, 

Polling was heaviest in Geor- 
gia, where about one-third of the 
nation’s peanuts is produced, with 
North Carolina running a close 
second. Georgians favored the 
plan 15,124 to 1,437, - while in 
North Carolina the vote was 14,- 
270 to 1,469. 

In Arkansas, where the vote was 
light, initial returns showed a ma- 
jority against the plan, the vote 
being 78 for, 153 against. 

Under the control system, 
planters will be given acreage al- 
lotments for planting of peanuts 
for edible purposes, and may sell 
the crop from this allotted land. 
Any, production on excess acre- 
age, if sold for edible purposes, 
will be taxed three cents a pound. 
The restrictions do not apply to 
peanuts sold for crushing into 
oil. 

The control system, to be oper- 
ative in 1941, 1942 and 1943, will 
replace a pegged price, the gov- 
ernment last year having taken 
275,000 tons off the market for 
crushing into oil at a cost of over 
$10,000,000.

CHURCH LOYALTY 

“Be ye steadfast, un-moyable, 
always abounding in the work of 
the Lord.” 

Jesus spoke to the disciples and 
warned them against the anti-

What then, is the teachings of 
the false prophets today? 
First—They teach that most all 

church members have lost 
their taste for the strong, 
faithful, pastoral ministry. 
And that they have some- 
thing new and FUNDAMEN- 
TAL but the church organi- 
zation is not sufficient to 
hold it and that a separate 
Service will have to be sup- 
plied, 

Second—That unless people catch 
a vision of what can be done, 
that this natiion will be swept 
by a spiritual ‘Free-lance re- 
ligious Movement.” And in 
it the organized church will 
be no more, 

Third—That sinful people in the 
churches today are made 
more hopeless by attending 
churches where the gospel is 
falsely presented. 

Fourth—That the church pro- 
gram is a false pretense of 
religion and that a free-lance 
movement will take its place 
soon. 

Fifth—Hundreds of other false 
teachings are available in 
this free-lance, anti-church 
movement. But it can all be 
summed up into a “Free Com- 
munistic Movement,” directed 
to discredit our churches, our 
faith in the sovereign power 
of God and make a way to 
socialism, Nazism and finally 
to destruction.

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Serious and wide spread under- 
development among young and 
old and lack of sufficient medical 
and dental services seem the out- 
standing handicaps to health 
among the people of Coffee Coun- 
ty The chief causes of under- 
development are a lack of suffi- 
cient health protecting foods and 
infestation with hookworm, 

The attack upon the long en- 
dured hookworm problem is being 
made through the building of 
hookworm proof methods of 
waste disposal, For rural areas 
the standard sanitary pit privy 
furnishes the most protection for 
the longest time for the money 
spent, 

Requests are 
ceived for the 


now being re- 
building of these 
sanitary privies, The interested 
parties furnish lumber, cement, 
and a metal seat riser and the 
W. P. A. furnishes labor trained 
to build a structure that will give 
satisfactory service for many 
years. Some of the lumber and 
reinforcing wire found on the 
farm may be used if sound and 
cut to size, The chief expense 
comes from cement and sand and 
from the metal for the roof and 
seat riser, These are all impor- 
tant for safety and long service 
and make for low cost per year 
of useful service, In addition to 
materials already on the farm, 
the added cost may be as low as 
$12.00, 

"More Modern Sanitation For 
Farm Families” query has 
brought many requests for build- 
ing of privies. The time sug- 
gested for payment was Novem- 
ber, because of fall crop  pay- 
ments and also because it was 
thought that the labor would be 
busy on school privies until that 
time, It has developed that the 
labor can be had now for private 
home sanitation, A schedule is 
being made out so as to work 
over the county in a systematic 
way. It is fortunate that it will 
be possible to protect private 
homes through the fly season and 
hot summer, for in addition to 
protection against hookworm, a 
properly built Standard Sanitary 
Pit Privy also protects against fly 
carried diseases such as _ colitis, 


dysentary and typhoid fever, The 
fly season is almost here, Plan

FROM CAMP BLANDING 


117th F, A, 
Fla, 


Battery D, 
Camp Blanding, 
Dear Friends: 
Some of you folks back home 
might like to know something 
about Camp Blanding, so I 
thought I would write a few lines 
to be published in The Clipper. 
The weather is very hot here 
at present, All soldiers have laid 
aside their wool clothes and 
have orders not to wear them any 
more till winter. As you all 
know this camp is made up al- 
most like a town, It is cut up in 
blocks and on each block there is 
a Battery or Company. We have 
streets, but they are quite sandy. 
Bach one has a name and we live 
on Gunervill Street. Some say the 
camp is 18 miles square, but not 
knowing, I would be afraid to 
say, I have been here 5 months 
and have not seen all of it yet, 
We live on the banks of Kings- 
ley Lake. It is three miles across 
and nine miles around, We all go 
in swimming every Wednesday 
evening, unless we catch extra 
duty, as we are supposed to have 
that time off. Every battery has 
its own swimming place and a 
life guard is on duty to protect 
them, TI have seen at least 950 
soldiers in at one time, but we 
all enjoy it. The water is clear 


‘as a erystal and is very warm. 


We have just gotten a new 
laundry and can have all we want 
laundered each month and it only 
costs each person $1.50 per 
month, You have to pay it 
whether you use it or over it. I 
always have over, for there is 
so much sand down here and we 
burn coal and that causes a lot 
of smut. 

We have a nice size mess hall 
and kitchen. Have 15 tables, 8 
men assigned to a table, A non- 
commissioned officer is also at 
each table to control it, We have 
three big stoves and three oil 
stoves. But we use the oil stoves 
only when we are out on maneu- 
ver. 

We all went down 
about two weeks ago on 
vade, The parade was at two 
o'clock and we went down a 
street one mile long with two 
lines of trucks, There were 34,- 
000 people there to see the pa- 
rade, We came back up by Win- 
ter Garden on the Atlantic 
coast. That was a sight to most 
of us who had never seen the 
ocean, We rode around it for 65 
miles—nothing but water to be 
seen on one side, 

Bach regiment has a Canteen. 
We can buy anything in them 
that we want. A lot of folks 
from’ Alabama have come down 
here and secured jobs in the 
canteens and are making good. 
We hear that we are going to 
visit a lot of places this summer, 
but you can hear most anything 
down here. 

We have a mail boy who 
comes around every morning 20 
minutes before six and wakes all 
of us up. We fall in for revielle 
at six o’clock, have roll call, a 
little exercise, and then fall in 
for chow. We eat breakfast at 
6:15 and supper at 5:45. Then 
we are off until six the next 
morning. <A lot of the boys go 
to the show. The show covers a 
lot of space, don’t know exactly 
how much, but is made up very 
much like a tent, It cost $1,900 
but the soldiers paid for it the 
first month, There is more than 
one; this is for the 117th only. 

I like everything O. K. All I 
hate is that you don’t have the 
privilege of doing just anything 
you want to.

THE CHURCH ENLARGING ITS 
FELLOWSHIP 

LESSON TEXT—Acts 8:1-8, 14-17, 25. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Therefore they that 
were scattered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the word,—Acts 8:4. 

In a time characterized by ma- 
terialism and commercialism, it is 
refreshing to consider the manner 
in which the early church spread 
the gospel far and wide. They did 
this without thought of personal gain 
or advantage, and with a sacrificial 
devotion to Christ which caused men 
and women to be willing to die for 
Him, and, what may sometimes be 
even harder, to live for Him in the 
face of persecution. Here was loy- 
alty that puts expediency to shame, 
and sacrifice of self for Christian 
principle which needs emphasis in 
this “'soft’’ age. 

The enlarging of the church is re- 
vealed by our lesson as being 


I, By Death or by Life (vv. 1-4). 

Stephen, one of the deacons, ‘a 
man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost’ (6:5), was stoned because 
of his testimony for Christ. He be- 
came the first martyr of the church, 
leading the line of those noble men 
and women who down to our own 
day have been ready to die rather 
than to deny Christ. The day may 
not be too far distant when some of 
us may face that decision. Are we 
ready? 

To every one of us who is a Chris- 
tian comes the necessity of living 
for Christ. Some in Jerusalem died 
(yv. 2), some were imprisoned (v. 3), 
but notice that the others were scat- 
tered abroad, like brands from a 
fire, carrying the message of God's 
Word. They were not afraid, did 
not go into hiding, nor did they ‘‘ad- 
just’ their message to meet the cir- 
cumstances. They went “every- 
where preaching the word.” 


While persecution may sometimes 
hinder the spread of the gospel, it 
also frequently stirs the zeal of 
God’s people to preach and teach. 
Just now in the midst of the havoc 
of war and persecution the good 
news of salvation is spreading in 
lands which hitherto knew it not. 
Are you and I doing our part? 


Il, By Preaching That Brought 
Joy (vv. 5-8). 
Philip, a layman (the first of 


many great evangelists) and a Jew, 
went to the despised Samaritans 
with the gospel, and God so signally 
blessed his ministry that a great re- 
vival broke out and “'there was 
much joy in the city.” 

What we need is more gospel 
preaching and teaching. You lay- 
men, please note that you are not to 
wait for the preacher to do it. 
Spread the good news yourself. And 
note too that it is to be preached to 
all people, even to those whom we 
might (humanly speaking) be tempt- 
ed to despise, either by reason of 
Tace or position in life. It was a 
glorious thing that happened to Phil- 
ip in Samaria. It can happen again, 
and “it can happen here.” 


Ill, By Fellowship That Brought 
Blessing (vv. 14-17). 

When the church at Jerusalem 
heard what had happened in Sama- 
ria, they were overjoyed, and sent 
two of their leaders, Peter and John, 
to encourage and counsel with the 
new converts. 

Such fellowship always brings 
blessing, and in this case it was un- 
usual blessing; namely, the gift of 
the Holy Spirit. On this occasion 
God thus gave these new Samaritan 
believers the blessing and power of 
the Holy Spirit in such a way as to 
bind them in fellowship to the church 
in Jerusalem. Jew and Gentile be- 
lievers in Christ thus were joined in 
one communion of love and faith. 


IV. By Broadened Vision That 
Brought Action (v. 25). : 

Peter and John had completed 
their work in Samaria and were on 
their way home to Jerusalem, but 
what they had seen had given them 
a new vision. ‘They acted on that 
vision, and as they passed through 
the villages of Samaria they 
“preached the gospel’ with joyful 
hearts. What an interest and stir 
they must have created! 

It is one thing to see an oppor- 
tunity and a need; it is quite an- 
other to do something about it. For 
that, one needs determination of pur- 
pose. As Lloyd George put it, “You 
cannot fight a winning battle with a 
retreating mind.’’ These apostles 
were reaching out for God, and un- 
der His leadership and blessing, into 
the villages of Samaria. 

The Christian church needs more 
real consecrated action; that is, in 
the name of Christ and for His 
glory. The business man who con- 
ducts his secular affairs with en- 
thusiasm and dispatch, often forgets 
all that in his church duties. He 
advertises and seeks new markets 
for his goods, but is not interested 
in the outreach of the church. He 
can get excited about the Rotary 
Club or the Lions or what not, but 
never develops the slightest enthu- 
siasm about the Lord’s work. It 


goes without saying that such a! 


‘picture’ is all out of focus. Let's 
make it right. Vision? Yes, by all 
means. But also action for God.

URGES MORE EGGS WAY 
AND MORE CHICKENS 


OUTLINED SAVE 
CORN FROM WEEVILS 


If the crib ceiling is not tight, a 
tarpaulin should be placed over 
top of corn, Fumigant is left in 
crib for two days, special care 
being taken that no fire comes 
near the gas which is highly 
explosive, Treatment costing 
approximately two cents per 
bushel, does not injure germina- 
tion of corn or make it less de- 
sirable for human or animal con- 
sumption, 


Alabama poultrymen

Pointing out that weevil in- 
festation may destroy 50 per cent 
of the corn now in cribs by mid- 

dle of July, W. A. Ruffin, ex- 
tension horticulturist and ento- 
mologist, says that by properly 
using carbon bisulfide now this 
pest can be eradicated, 

Before using this material, all 
cracks in wall and floor of crib 
should be made air-tight as pos- 
sible, For this purpose clay or 
newspapers can be pressed into 
openings, Ruffin warns that a 
farmer will be wasting his time 
and money if he does not prop- 
erly prepare his crib prior to 
fumigating. 

Carbon bisulfide (high life) is 
then placed in shallow vessels or 
poured directly on top of the 
corn at rate of one gallon per 
1,000 cubie amount of space 
occupied by bushels corn. 


are Cco- 
national drive to 
produce every possible egg from 
present laying flocks this spring 
and summer to assure ample food 
supplies for the United States, 
Great Britain, and other nations 
resisting aggression, The cam- 
paign is expected to increase egg 
production for the whole country

Many farmers have asked, why 
more fertilizer seems to be needed 
to grow profitable crops than used 
to be the case. Recently compiled 
data on the plant food contained 
in important crops answers the 
question. After looking over these 
figures, it ‘is easy to see that good 
yields of crops contain large quan- 
tities of nitrogen, phosphoric acid, 
and potash. Fertile soils under 
natural conditions accumulate 
considerable quantities of the 
above nutrients in available form. 
When farming is started, these 
supplies feed the crop, and good 
yields are obtained. As the crop- 
ping is continued, these supplies 
are gradually reduced, and yields 
begin to drop accordingly. 

Sooner or later, depending on 
the natural fertility of the soil, 
the point is reached where satis- 
factory yields of crops no longer 
can be obtained. The trouble 
usually is not caused by all the 
nutrients becoming depleted at the 
same time, Since most of the 
soils in North America are low in 
their natural supply of phosphate, 
this nutrient usually becomes the 
first limiting factor, even though 
crops do not remove much of it. 
On some soils, nitrogen may be 
the first to become deficient, while 
on others, especially peats and 
mucks, it is potash. Since phos- 
phate is usually the first to be- 
come depleted, it is the first fer- 
tilizer added. This may step up 
yields for a while, but they will 
decrease again due to a diminish- 
ing supply of some other nutrient, 
and this may be nitrogen or potash 
or both. Other factors, such as 
soil acidity, secondary nutrients, 
or diseases, may also enter into 
the picture and must be taken 
care of if good crops are to be. 
maintained. 

Since the three nutrients, nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, and potash, 
are those most commonly lacking 
in the soil, the amounts of these 
contained in good yields of prin- 
cipal crops have been given special 
consideration and are shown in 
the table below.

8-ton crop of alfalfa takes from 
the soil 85 pounds of phosphoric 
acid and 135 pounds of potash, on 
the average. Most of the nitrogen 
in alfalfa and the other legumes 
comes from the air. In the case 
of non-legumes, most of the nitro- 
gen as well as all the phosphate 
and potash comes from the soil 
supply. 

Part of tne nutrients in some 
crops is returned to the soil when 
the unharvested portion of the 
plant is plowed under, but with 
other crops, almost all the nutri- 
ents are removed in the harvest. 
It is clear that unless they are 
returned in some way, the soil 
supply will soon be exhausted. It 
is like drawing on a bank account 
without making any deposits. 
When everything has been drawn 
out of the bank, the account is 
worthless until it is replenished. 

The use of manure will help 
maintain the soil’s plant-food sup- 
ply. But most farmers are lucky 
if they have enough manure to 
cover their farm once in a rotation 
of four years. If 10 tons per acre 
are spread, this will mean that an 
average of 25 pounds each of ni- 
trogen and potash and half this 
amount of phosphoric acid per 
year are added by the manure. 
Good yields of crops usually take 


The figures include all the 
above-ground portions of the 
plant, and in the case of potatoes, 
sweet potatoes, sugar beets, and 
peanuts, include also the har- 
vested part of the roots. It is 
apparent at once that crops differ 
considerably in the nutrients they 
contain. Also noticeable is that 
the nitrogen and potash are higher 
than the phosphoric acid. Thusa

Thus greater 
amounts of commercial fertilizer 
are being used to more fully re- 
turn to the soil the plant foods 
removed by crops. With careful 
soil management and the use of 
fertilizer adapted to the soil and 
crop grown, the fertility of the 
soil can be maintained and even 
increased.
